HADDOC K MURDE R TRIAL. 

Mew Tastimoar Contradletlac AreasdnrTa 
Uafenaa la m Iui|»artant Partlealar. 

Biout CiTT, Iowa, Not. ^3.— The first 
surpri-^ nia-le by the proaeoution in tha 
Mcund tn^\ uf John Areaidorf, tbs brswsr, 
for the murder of the pmhibition a<lrocaU>, 
Rev. Onor^e C Haddock, waa der»lop«»d 
court yesterday. 

Kx-Kup«rint«ndent of Water Works Rob- 
sou tssti tied that Arensilurf left Junk's 
loon in oonipanr with the other defendants 
aiul iliat he saw him go waat with the same 
party to the scene of the niunier. He 
watched them going in that direction for 
over one hundred feet The crois-examina- 
tioii did not break tha foroa of tha direct 
toitimony. In tha fornoer trial Aranadorf 
sought to aatabliah an alibi by teatimouy 
that ha cama oot of Junk's and weal aaat 
from tha aoana of tha raurdar. 

Only thraa wltnestat were axamln«l in 
tha Ajmudorf murder oaM yestarday, Al- 
darman ttraily, John R>b4on, and Albert 
Koachniaki, alias "Bismarck." Blaniarck, 
who turned state's eruleuoe, teatifle<l as an 
eye-witoaai to tha act of mtmiar, charging 
Itpusltirely upop Arsntdorf, and he waa 
not ahakan by oroas-«xaminatiua. Johu
